At Hearing 


Held to Grand Jury ; 
Intended to Take 
Own Life, She Say s 


MORRIS, IU. (ZP) — Mrs. 
Ruth Olso n, 5 0-y ear-o ld co un­ 
ty public health nurse, was 
held to the Grundy Co unty 
grand jury to day o n a charge 
o f attempted murder. 


M rs. Olson, accused of shooting 
a woman she term ed her rival for 
the affections of a state official, 
testified voluntarily at the prelim ­ 
inary hearing before Justice of the 
Peace Chester P. Winsor. 
She described vividly how she 
had wounded M iss Elsa Kussler, 43, 
critically Saturday in the law office 
of S. J. (Jim ) H olderm an, ch air­ 
m an of the Illinois State Industrial 
C om m ission.. 
“ I rem em ber th at I fired; that 
all the bullets went into her (Miss 
K ussler’s) face; that her glasses 
slid off,” M rs. Olson testified. 
“ She called for P ete a num ber 
of tim es, and said ‘My God R uth! 
I ’m shot. I ’m dead now’.” 
“ P e te ” apparently w as a refer­ 
ence to E. L. Peterson, an insur­ 
ance adjuster w'hose office w as 
near H olderm an s in the F irst N a­ 
tional Bank Building w-here the 
shooting took place, and who also 
testified a t the hearing. 


Recall Grand Jury 
Im m ediately afte r the hearing. 
S tate’s Atty . August B. Black filed 
a motion in C ircuit Court recom ­ 
m ending that the January grand 
jury be recalled Feb. IO to con­ 
sider the case. 
It w as ex pected that a ruling 
on the motion will be m ade W ednes­ 
day or F riday this week — day s 
when the court sessions are usually 
held a t M orris. 
M rs. Olson, held in Grundy Coun­ 
ty Ja il in lieu of 425.000 bond, 
earlier told police that she shot 
Miss K ussler, H olderm an s secre­ 
tary , because Holderm an has trans­ 
ferred his affections from M rs. Ol­ 
son to Miss K ussler. The victim , 
wounded in both shoulders and the 
neck, was reported today to be 
“ very ’ 
critical 
but 
slightly 
im ­ 
proved” in M orris Hospital. 


Casual Basis 
Holderm an, who said his friend­ 
ship with Mrs. Olson over a period 
of IO y ears since his wife died w as 
on a casual basis, told a reporter 
that he has no intention of resign­ 
ing his state office as a result of 
the shooting. 
M rs. Olson, neatly dressed in a 
gray suit with a white blouse, vol­ 
unteered testim ony at the prelim i­ 
nary hearing to “ correct m istakes” 
in the testim ony of tw'o M orris po­ 
licem en who testified earlier — B. 
O'Neal Enger and William Strum . 
She testified that a paper which 
she carried w'hen E nger captured 
her with a re v olv e r in her hand 
outside the bank building w as not 
offered 
in 
evidence.

It s an annual affair at which 
they forecast the prospects of auto 
production and sales for tile new 
year (they think the pace will be 
some 12 per cent slower in 19561 
and put on public record their 
guesses as to how' the rest of the 
nation's business will fare. They 
also discuss GM's own plans for 
future expansion.

Embarks on 
Lost Cause

NEW YORK « .*>- Of all the lost 
causes of the 20th century , J . Ed­ 
gar Hoov er has embarked on the 
one perhaps least likely to succeed. 
Tile distinguished director of the 
Federal Bureau of Inv estigation, 
who has had a marked cultural in­ 
fluence on the underworld, thinks 
respect for law and order would be 
enhanced if people would quit call­ 
ing a policeman a cop. 
Cop is an ugly word to Hoov er. 
In an editorial in the FBI's I,aw 
Enforcement Bulletin he denounced 
it as derogatory , disdainful and 
imply ing scorn. 
This may be true at times when 
it is spoken in a certain tone or 
inflection. But unfortunately for 
his crusade, cop is one of those 
slang terms by which the Amen* 
can language is eternally enrich­ 
ed. It is too crisp and descriptiv e 
to be dropped from our v ocabu­ 
lary . 
I se It Themselv es 
Equally unfortunate for Hoov er’s 
campaign is the truth that it isn’t 1 
only underworld characters and 
snide members of the general pub­ 
lic who use the term cop. Cops I 
don’t like the av erage citizen to ! 
call them cops. But what do they ! 
call themselv es when talking to 
other members of the profession? 
Cops! 
The current issue of the New' 
York policeman’s magazine uses 
the word cop twice. Tile telev ision I 
program, “ Dragnet,’' put on w’lth 1 
the blessings of the Los Angeles j 
police department, starts off week 
after woek with, “ The name’s Fri­ 
day . I’M A/COP.” 
A v eteran police sergeant here, 
admitting that members of the 
force generally referred to each j 
other as cops and that the term 
has become wfell nigh univ ersal, 
Mid: 
“ Underworld characters are sup­ 
posed to call us names like flat­ 
foot, dick, gumshoe or harness ; 
bull, but that's only on TV and in j 
the mov ies. They call us cops—just 
like ev ery body else. 
It’s Too Easy 
“ We actually don’t like for civ il­ 
ians to call us cops. We d rather 
they addressed us by our rank or 
used the word 'officer.’ We’re on 
Hoov er's side. but we think he's 
fighting a losing battle. It's too 
much easier to say cop than police­ 
man.’’ 
There is some doubt as to the 
origin of the word cop. Some hold 
it is merely an abbrev iation for 
“ constable of police." Others feel 
it was coined by London street ur­ 
chins who mistook the bra as but* 
tons of the early British bobby for 
copper. 
Whatev er its ety pnologv , Hoov er 
declared cop has the “ same un­ 
sav ory connotation as ‘quack’ and 
‘hack’ when referring to the doctor 
and the journalist.” 
But, actually , does it? The term 
is too widely used to be limited to 
•urb a meager interpretation. 
What man in “ the long blue 
line’’ doesn’t take pride in being 
called “ a good cop?" What police­ 
man can resent a big-ev ed kid who 
looks up at him and say s, “ When 
I grow' v ip, I want to be a cop just 
like y ou." 
Can Be Good, Bad 
Any word can be good or bad, 
depending on the way it is said. 
People can be policed, but nobody 
can police a language. 
The irony of J , Edgar Hoov er's 
campaign is that his own splendid 
career has done much to add a 
new luster of affectionate respect 
to 
that 
down-to-earth 
cop. 
He 
might as well face the fact nowr 
that if he ev er steps down from 
his present high post, newspapers 
will bloom wiUt 1,000 editorials 
headed: 
“ An honest cop retires.”
